EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

a protective layer and forming an insulating layer so as to cover the upper surface of the 
power source supply line disposed within the protective layer (claim 7). The remaining 
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claims 2-6 and 8 are allowed by virtue of their dependencies on the independent claims. 
Hence, the examiner has allowed claims 1 through 8. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
